1888,

Blessing arrived ia Sedalia on the 


K a t y train from Denison, Texas, 


en route to Illinois. 
He stopped 


off here between trains. 


He went straight from the train 


to a saloon in East Sedalia and got 


into an altercation with some rail­ 


road men in the saloon, and, as a 


result, Policeman James Gossage 


(now dead) 
attempted to 
arrest 


him, but Blessing shot him through 


the chest, from which wound he 


he hovered between life and death 


for several weeks. 


Later in the day, when the other 


officers went to arrest him, Bless- 


sued to Graham & Leist, 
Fell &

B, Curran.
